Mr. Baden had the opportunity last 
winter to visit the vairship ‘races at 
Los Angeles, and while there had 
the pleasure of one or two.rides in 
a Curtiss bi-plane, and at the same 
time studied the diflerent types of 
aeroplanes and dirigibles there. Since 
returning from the south, Mr. Baden 
has been quictly experimenting on 
an idea he coneeived while there, 
and the result is a new and different 
type of airship from tanything yet 
invented, but at the same time the 
nearest in shape, action and flight to 
a bird.

BURN MANY CARS 


Said They Set Fire to Twenty- 
Five in the Winnipeg 
Yards 


Winnipeg, Aug. 2—Last night some 
seventy men and forty women paid a 
visit to the C.N.R, shops and threat- 
ened the strike breakers, making a 
good deal of noise, and although no 
one ‘was hurt, some stone throwing 
was indulged in, and it is alleged that 
revolver shots were fired. 

The police reserves were hurried 
out and dispersed the rioters, making 
one arrest for inciting to riot.
